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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment to claim 10 is entered. Claims 1-2 and 4 are canceled. 

2. The claimed invention is an olefin copolymer comprising polymerized units of 0.1 
to 4 mol% of a cyclic olefin, 0,1 to 45 mol% of an aromatic vinyl compound, and an 
aliphatic alpha-olefin having from 2 to 20 carbon atoms, wherein the cyclic olefin and 
the aromatic vinyl compound account for from 0.2 to 49 mol% of the olefin copolymer, 
and wherein the olefin copolymer has a Tg of lower than 60 C. 

3. The amended independent claim 10 discloses the narrow limitation of the amount 
of a cyclic olefin from 0.1 to 4mol%. Reference of record to Farley U.S. Patent 
5,874,512 discloses a cyclic olefin in the content about 5mol% or more, preferably from 
20 to 75mol%. Also, a difference is that Farley discloses a tackifier resin that has effect 
of improving an adhesive performance since Farley discloses an adhesive composition. 
The present claim 8 discloses a film or sheet, which are not, required a tackifier resin.
